« « NEW AND AMENDED LEGISLATION 


MUNICIPAL ACTS SUMMARIZED 


Some of the more important, new or amending pieces of leg- 
islation passed at the last session of the Alberta Legislature, some or 
all of which may affect municipalities, were summarized in a letter 
sent April 29 from Bruce Ramsay, Chief Municipal Inspector, to the 
municipal secretary of every municipal district, county, town and 
village. 


Some of the items listed in the summary are given here. It is 
emphasized, however, that reference should be made to the appropri- 
ate Act or Amendment obtainable from the Queen's Printer when exact 
information is required on any specific item. 


o Municipal and Provincial Properties Valuation Act 


A new section 4ahas been added to authorize a valuation for 
business assessment purposes of those premises occupied by such Crown 
agencies as the Alberta Liquor Control Board, the Alberta Govern- 
ment Telephones Commission and The Alberta Treasury Branches. This 
new section also provides that the Minister by regulation may pre- 
scribe the manner by which a valuation shall be calculated by the 
assessor.

pecuniary charge upon the lands". 


Section 128, subsection (2), clause (b) is amended by adding 
after the words "time of sale" the words "except where the sale is for 
the purpose of providing land on which housing accommodation is to 
be constructed. 


Section 128, subsection (4) is amended by adding after the 
words "the Crown in right of Alberta" the words" or any of its agents. 


Section 149, subsection (1), clause (a) is rewritten to provide 
that any contract approved by council or an executive committee and 
any by=lawor account after it has been submitted to the council, may 
be inspected by an elector. 


Section 157, subsection (1), clause (g) is amended by adding 
at the end thereof the words "and establishing permissable noise levels 
for all or varying periods of the day inall ora designated part or lo- 
cation of the municipality.

Section 43, subsection (2) is amended to provide that registra- 
tion shall take place only in the year in which a general election is 
to be held. 


Section 44 is amended to provide that the name of every per= 
son who is the owner or purchaser of a business liable to general mu- 
icipal taxes and who is at least nineteen years of age shall be added 
to the voters list. 


A new subsection (7) in section 46 provides that where asystem 
of registeration is in effect in lieu of enumeration, a person is not 
entitled to have his name added to the voters list after it has been 
prepared. 


Sections 61 and 129 have been amended to permit the ex- 
amination of nomination papers and other election material not seal- 
ed in the ballot box, by an elector at all reasonable times in the 
presence of the municipal secretary. 





Section 131 has been amended for clarification pruposes. 
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
